The restriction requirement dated 6/13/2007 required an election of species between Figure 1 and Figure 2 and indicated that 
no claims were generic. In response, Applicant elected the species of Figure 1 and stated that claims readable on Figure 1 were claims 

I- 15 and that claims 1-5 were generic. Applicant's response is considered to be non-responsive because all claims 1-15 are not 
readable on Figure 1 . Looking at Figures 1 and 2 and their related disclosure in the specification, it can be seen that claims 1 -5 and 

I I- 15 are readable on Figure 2 and claims 6-10 are readable on Figure 1. Applicant is requested to reconsider and/or clarify their 
election in view of the comments above.
